Mr.  Paul  Adeletti  was  a science  teacher  in  the  Enfield  Public  School 
System  until  the  time  of  his  death  on  April  21 , 1981 . The  first  five  years 
of  his  Enfield  teaching  experience  were  spent  at  John  F.  Kennedy  Junior 
High  School,  and  then  from  September  of  1977  until  his  death,  he  was  a 
part  of  the  Fermi  High  School  Faculty.  He  taught  various  courses  within 
the  science  department,  including  Biology,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  and 
Practical  Science. 

Paul  Adeletti,  through  his  kindness  and  gentleness,  enlightened  his 
students  during  the  years  he  taught  science  in  Enfield.
